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Adoption Of Riley Plan To 
Revolutionize Tax System 
To Result In Great Battle 


Denounced as “Jesse Janies Method” of Oppressing People 
and Heralded as Slate’s Great Hope in Reconstruction 
Period— Farm Bureau Bitterly Assails Proposal— De¬ 
fended by Local Assemblyman— 


A controversy greater than 
any that has raged in California 
in 50 years will probably be pre¬ 
cipitated if the legislature finally 
adopts the Riley-Stewart Tax 
Plan. 

In the interim between final 
passage of the proposition and its 
submission to the people at a 
special election late in June the 
people would have to decide be¬ 
tween two extreme views on the 
proposal. Its opponents charge 
that it would tax everything ana 
every activity of the people and 
all but require a meter to be 
placed on the public's windpipes 
to measure for the purpose of 
taxation the very air we breathe. 
The California Farm Bureau, set¬ 
ting forth nine definte objections 
to the plan, denounces it as a 
“Jessie James method of tax rais¬ 
ing" and maintains that it would 
add $37,000,000 to the present 
burden on property. 

Its advocates claim public sup¬ 
port on the ground that it will 
go a long way towards solving

The Neivs is in receipt of a 
communication from Assembly- 
man F. G. Martin of this district, 
a member of the sub-committee 
of the Assembly committee on 
revenue and taxation, which has 
spent weeks in consideration of 
the plan. 

“I hope it passes,” says Mar¬ 
tin, “even though it has defects.

It is estimated that more 
than $7,000 was left in the city 
by the visitors, in addition to ex¬ 
tra business in the shopping 
district, for there were more than 
30,000 paid admissions and thou¬ 
sands of cars were parked by the 
men of the fire department. 

The plan of promotion this year 
which was handled by Robert G. 
Sears and W. R. Humphries, was 
entirely different than any ever 
used before. It involved the con¬ 
tacting by mail of over 1890 dif¬ 
ferent organizations. A total of 
14,253 different pieces of litera¬ 
ture and mailing matter was used 
in the promotional campaign. 
With a bank moratorium a few 
days ahead of the fete and the 
Long Beach trouble just a week 
before the opening day made the 
work very much harder and re¬ 
quired extraordinary efforts to 
put over this year’s festival. 

Over 50 different photographs 
have been published in California 
and Eastern newspapers of this 
year's event. The Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, Automo¬ 
bile Club of Southern California 
and the National Automobile Club 
put all their promotion forces be¬ 
hind the effort of the local com¬ 
mittee. 

There were distributed to the 
visitors over 15.000 copies of the 
Wistaria Edition of the Sierra 
Madre News showing pictures of 
the vine and Sierra Madre homes 
and gardens in sepia, together 
with 30.000 folders and daily the 
Chamber of Commerce is receiv¬ 
ing requests for more of this in¬ 
formation. Much of this litera¬ 
ture was mailed here to the east 
and will probably be the means of 
inducing many people to locate in 
this section of California. 

The newspaper publicity given 
the “first of the fiestas" was very 
generous and was the greatest 
factor in the Fete's success. 

Thousands of cars were handled 
by the fire boys who established 
a record again this year for care¬ 
ful parking and service, not a car 
being so much as scratched. 


Merchants 
Want Beer 
Sold In City 


Meeting Requests Couneil To 
Help Trade Condition By 
Modifying Law 


A resolution petitioning the 
City Council to modify or repeal 
the municipal prohibition ordi¬ 
nance so as to permit the re¬ 
stricted sale here of the new 
beer legalized by Congress was 
adopted at a meeting on Mon¬ 
day night of the Sierra Madre 
Merchants Association. It was 
presented to the Council on Wed¬ 
nesday evening through Thomas 
Miller, secretary of the organiza¬ 
tion. 

At the outset the merchants 
were divided on the question as 
to whether regulations should be 
drawn permitting sale of the 
"three-two’ 'brew in restaurants 
and fountains where it could be 
consumed on the premises, or 
whether it should be limited to 
sale in original containers for 
home consumption only. 

Several were outspoken in their 
advocacy of permits that would 
allow beer to be dispensed where 
meals are sold. Why, they asked, 
if the beer is not intoxicating, as 
Congress has declared it not to 
be, should there be restriction on 
its sale. 

Mayor H. Clay Reavis and City 
Business Manager A1 S. Myers, 
who had been invited to meet 
with the business men, told the 
meeting that whereas they had 
not heard one protest against 
modification of the ordinance so 
as to permit beer to be sold at 
grocery stores, markets and other 
places where consumption on the 
premises would not be permitted, 
many citizens had called or writ¬ 
ten to the City Hall protesting 
against the idea of dispensing 
the stuff in restaurants or at 
fountains. 

It was the idea of all the mer¬ 
chants that continued enforce¬ 
ment of the local ordinance would 
result in much business being di¬ 
verted from the local channels of 
trade through patronage of out¬ 
side concerns privileged to sell 
the “three-two” beer, to the in¬ 
jury of the whole community. 

When a vote was taken the 
meeting recorded itself as favor¬ 
ing modification so as to permit 
the sale of beer only in pack¬ 
ages or original containers and 
not for consumption at the place 
of sale and the resolution to the 
Council carried this restriction.

Restricted Sale Of Beer 
And Wine Is Proposed 
By Ordinance In Council 


Home Consumption Only is Sought— Peddling and Solicita¬ 
tion Barred— Outside Dealers Banned— But Opposi¬ 
tion Arises to Possible Breaking Down of Fine Influ¬ 
ence Upon the Youth—

Down in this neck of the woods 
things have been doing. 

The old barn has been given a 
shampoo, bath, permanent wave, 
and had its face lifted. The lat¬ 
ter surgical operation was per¬ 
formed by Messrs Dick Knost, 
Payton Ames, Gale Williams and 
“Yours Truly" and consisted of 
closing up the big, rolling barn 
doors and grafting in a more 
suitable entrance. To Dick Knost 
goes the credit for the final ar¬ 
tistic stroke which adds to the 
portal's medevial or at least— 
ancient atmosphere. Dick found 
an old worm eaten board in an 
adjacent chicken yard and lo— 
now above the doorway extends 
a hang-over to be envied. 

We've all been led to believe 
that lightning never strikes twice 
in the same place maybe not but 
four stars have struck mighty 
close together, here in our neigh¬ 
borhood in the past couple of 
months for no sooner had the 
Knosts become settled at 75 Bo¬ 
nita and gotten all their blooded 
dogs, goats and things acclimated, 
than down come two more stars 
landing in the old home of Mrs. 
T. M. Webster, just west of the 
Knost's home. 

With the arrival of the Ames, 
and their interest in getting the 
Art League going, came one of 
the luckiest breaks we have had 
in a long time. 

Sierra Madre's art colony may 
have suffered from the lack of 
new blood but with the arrival of 
the Knosts and Ames the Art 
League has blood that boils with 
artistic urge with a yen to do 
things. 

Without doubt no place in the 
US. can furnish the advantages 
that our League will, to ambi¬ 
tious students. Free lessons in 
art, under capable instructors 
will draw residents to our com¬ 
munity from far and wide. The 
reputation of the instructors 
alone should make the city fam¬ 
ous. We will tell you more about 
this soon. 

Payton Ames will start the 
classes going, segregating the 
various groups. Mr. Ames has 
had years of instruction ex¬ 
perience which he gained while a 
student in the New York Art 
League. The Chase School, of 
New York, Cowel’s Art School 
at Boston and private instruction 
under many of our best Eastern 
artists. 

To tell you that the League 
is to be favored still further, in 
the guidance of advanced stud¬ 
ents, by Francis Ames, seems too 
good to be true, for Mrs. Ames 
is one of the most outstanding 
artists in our midst. She is a 
member of the Society of French 
Artists and has studied under 
many of Europe's great painters. 
She reached the highest goal that 
is dreamed of by most artists 
when she was hung in the Paris 
Salon. Frances Ames’ achieve¬ 
ments have been too numerous to 
mention here but a few of the 
many celebraties whom she has 
painted are: Charles M. Schwab, 
Victor Herbert, Gloria Carnuss, 
Dr. Charles Kelsey Gaines and 
many others. 

To study under two such ar¬ 
tists is a privilege to be envied 
any art student. 

You know last week we begged 
for two rugs and to the gen¬ 
erous interest of Mrs. C. A. Allen 
and Mrs. C. J. Harriman two 
have been promised- thanks a lot. 

We will have to do a lot more 
begging before we can actually 
start work. To begin with the 
barn has to be wired. This re¬ 
quires fixtures, wire, switches, in¬ 
sulators and drop cord. We can 
wire the place without cost if 
people who have such things on 
hand will donate them to the 
good of the cause. 


Unless the Legislature passes 
the proposed State-wide regula¬ 
tion bill giving the Common¬ 
wealth sole control and providing 
that it may not be sold within 
500 feet of a church or school 
and stipulating that the "place 
of business" of the licensee is the 
address at which the order is 
taken, Sierra Madreans may be 
able to order their "legal beer” 
from the butcher, the grocer, the 
ice man even the jeweler or the 
hardware stores, within a few 
days. 

But .unless the much discussed 
State law provides otherwise, they 
may not have it at restaurants 
with their meals, or at fountains 
or in other public places—nor 
drink it where it is purchased; 
nor so much as unpack or uncork 
it there. 

Before a good sized audience 
of their fellow townsmen the City 
Coouncil on Wednesday night 
considered and passed on first 
reading an ordinance permitting 
the greatly restricted sale of the 
beer and wines that the Federal 
Congress holds to be absolutely 
without the authority of intoxica¬ 
tion and that President Roose¬ 
velt says the people should have 
without any restriction and lit¬ 
tle taxation. 

The ordinance ccmes up for 
final passage at a meeting of the 
Council next Wednesday evening. 

The ordinance defines “alco¬ 
holic beverages” as lager beer, 
ale, porter and wine capable of 
being used for beverage pur¬ 
poses. 

It permits the service of such 
beverages in private homes to 
members of the household resid¬ 
ing there or bona fide guests but 
distinguishes between homes and 
public resorts; for furnishing of 
alcohol beverages upon doctor’s 
prescription: for the sale of bev¬ 
erages in sealed or corked con¬ 
tainers or closed packages at any 
place of business in Sierra Madre, 
the owner or proprietor of which 
holds a dealer's license and has 
been established in his business 
for a year or more. 

Provides that only local li¬ 
censees shall sell alcoholic bev¬ 
erages. no provisions being made 
for distribution here by persons 
licensed in other communities. 

Requires that all sales be made 
at the place of business desig¬ 
nated by the licensee, house to 
house sales, solicitation or ped¬ 
dling being strictly forbidden. 

Licenses will be issued for a 
period of one year, the fee being 
$25 and provision is made that no 
person having been convicted of 
a felony or violation of the Fed¬ 
eral Prohibition Amendment shall 
be eligible to receive a permit; 
permits to be issued annually, to 
citizens of the United States only. 

The City Council shall pass 
upon all license applications and 
in the event of their revocation 
for cause shall hold public hear¬ 
ing at the City Hall. 

Sales to minors are prohibited. 

When the ordinance had been 
read J. O. Smith called the atten¬ 
tion of Council to the fact that 
petitions asking modification or 


repeal of the local ordinance con¬ 
tained the signatures of less thah 
25 per cent of the residents. "And 
besides,” he said, “there is no 


reason to turn the morals of this 


city over to the brewers. The 
sentiment of the country that 
made the United States and par¬ 
ticularly this State dry is not 
dead. The statement that the 


bar room is not coming back 
under the guise of such proposed 
legislation as this is tommyrot. 
This beer proposal is merely the 
entering wedge. 

“Let us preserve the fine home 
life of this community," said Mr. 
Smith, “and continue it as a fine 
place in which to raise our boys 
and girls without bad influences.” 

George Hapgood told the Coun¬ 
cil that the city’s two-to-one vote 
for the repeal of the Wright pro¬ 
hibition act should be its guide 
in passing on the ordinance and 
that the business created by the 
“legal beer” should not be driven 
out of the city. . . “The Council 
of this city should not discrimi¬ 
nate against its people and its 
merchants,” said Hapgood, “for 
if the people go out of town to 
buy their beer they'll buy every¬ 
thing else they need besides—or 
at least they may be tempted to 
do that and our local merchants 
are the bulwark of our town." 

It was better, Hapgood said, 
that there be an unrestricted flow 
of beer here because youth was 
prone to crave the things it was 
denied and that if beer pro¬ 

nounced unintoxicating could not 
be had here the youth of the 
city would go elsewhere. 

“If they are not obliged to go 
elsewhere they will be in our own 
community where we know that 
there shall not be other bad in¬ 
fluences and we will have a

HAH RING OF "THE FIRST 

MIRACLE’' AT ART EXHIBIT 

AROUSES WIDE INTEREST 


Failure of the painting "The 
First Miracle," by Alfred James 
Dewey, to find a place on the 
walls at the "Little Gallery" dur¬ 
ing the current exhibit by Sierra 
Madre artists is attracting big 
headlines and first page stories 
in the metropolitan newspapers. 

City Business Manager A1 S. 
Myers assumes responsibility for 
denying the picture a place along¬ 
side other work by the well- 
known Dewey. 

"The subject is controversial," 
says Myers, “and while it would 
undoubtedly be perfectly proper 
in most any other art exhibit be¬ 
cause of tiie skill with which it 
was executed, 1 felt that it would 
be somewhat out of place in the 
City Hall. That building is the 
property of all the people. Many 
of our citizens would have been 
affronted by the picture’s exhi¬ 
bition there' It is as much their 
building as it is those who would 
have found no fault and it was 
considered best not to create an 
agitation that might have divided 
our people. It is a remarkably 
fine exhibit without the picture, 
anyhow.” 

Describing the picture the Los 
Angeles Herald in a lengthy story 
on Monday said: 

“The canvas represents the 
opinions and' portrays the emo¬ 
tions of eight of Dewey's neigh¬ 
bors in the exclusive Marlborough 
Terrace section of Sierra Madre’s 
art colony. 

"Five avowed ‘wets' are por¬ 
trayed at the left. On a table 
rests a large and very fat de¬ 
canter of water showing slight 
discoloration as it begins to turn 
to wine. Over it stands the 
white-robed figure of divinity, 
which Dewey asserted was not 
intended as a portrayal of Christ, 
but only a 'composite' of the fea¬ 
tures of those eight persons whose 
portraits make up the remainder 
of the canvas. 

"On the right stunds a figure 


representing the law, another 
representing prohibition and a 
third representing the spirit of 
the Women’s Christian Temper¬ 
ance Union. 

"Dewey asserted his neighbors 
selected their own places in the 
picture." 

Dewey takes a rap at some of 
his critics but does not himself 
criticize Myers for refusing to 
allow the picture to be hung in 
the public building. He said: 

"Mr. Myers may be right or 
wrong in refusing to hang my 
picture in the City Hall, but he is 
substantiated in the stand by an 
editor of a prominent Los An¬ 
geles paper who said, 'If we 
printed that picture in our paper 
we would lose 10,000 dry sub¬ 
scribers next morning.’ He also 
said 'Even now we have made 
10,000 drys sore by printing a de¬ 
scription of the picture.’ 

“If the picture has made 10,000 
drys sore,” Mr. Dewey went on, 
"it has accomplished more than 
any picture painted in the last 
12 years and has done humanity 
a great service. 

“I would like to clear up an¬ 
other phase of the case. Some al¬ 
leged local critics have stated 
that my picture is nothing by a 
cartoon, in color. Perhaps some 
of these critics don't know that 
many of the most important 
works of art are cartoons. Read 
Rusldn on ‘Art Analysis.' 

“And, too, I didn't paint the 
picture for the critics. The people 
have picked more masterpieces 
than the critics ever have. 

“This picture tells a great truth 
no matter what it is called. And 
diil you ever notice how the 
reformers are slow to accept the 
truth."

NOT A SQUARE DEAL 


The report of the special com¬ 
mittee of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives which has been investi¬ 
gating government competition 
with private business, is a sur¬ 
prising document. 

It shows that government com¬ 
petition extends to the amazing 
total of 232 different businesses 
which are legitimately of a pri¬ 
vate nature. They include the ; 
fields of transportation, manufac¬ 
turing, merchandising, farming, 
banking, printing, architecture— 
and eveh amusements. The go¬ 
vernment operates cleaning and 
pressing establishments, sells ser¬ 
ums and other medical prepara¬ 
tions, makes paints and varnishes, 
conducts a warehousing business, 
and so on through a long and 
amazing list of activities. 

In most instances, this govern¬ 
ment competition cannot be met 
by private concerns. No business 
has the prime advantage of gov¬ 
ernment—tax freedom. None is 
able to conceal its deficits through 
treasury appropriations. Few are 
large enough to exert the pur¬ 
chasing power of the government. 
When the government steps into 
any field of business a certain 
part of that field is definitely 
lost. 

Every added item of govern¬ 
ment competition, by reducing the 
profits of private industry, di¬ 
minishes the government’s source 
of taxes and adds to the tax rate 
of what is left. 

So far, government competition 
with the bulk of business has 
been on a comparatively small 
scale. But once such competition 
starts, its growth is simply a 
matter of time. The committee’s 
facts are immutable and they 
show vividly the need for a 
thorough reorganizing of govern¬ 
ment to take it out of the field 
of ‘business, in the interests of 
economy, efficiency and oppor¬ 
tunity for our citizens.

CAUSES OF CONSTIPATION

There should always be a per¬ 
sistent effort towards two daily 
bowel evacuations. Determined ef¬ 
fort and forming a habit-time for 
this bodily function is all im¬ 
portant, and will do as much as 
any other measure to overcome 
this ailment.
